The Scout Group To Close 


To: All Parents 

Due to the lack of response to my letter to all 
Parents in June 1993 the above headline could 
well become a fact. 

In June I appealed for three things: 

1. More leaders 

2. More help to raise money for the group 

3. Your support for your sons within the scouting 
movement 

In answer to these appeals I received: 

1, The number of leaders has gone down by S since 
June 

2. One lady who coordinated the Webb Ivory 
appeal this year, but who will not do it next year 
due to the lack of support she received 

3. No volunteers to join the committee (the present 
committee comprise of approximately 85% of 
people with no sons in the group!) 

The Solutions 

1. If we do not get more leaders, sections will have 
to close - therefore fewer boys can benefit from 
Beavers, Cubs and Scouts. For instance, no more 
beavers will be accepted after August 1994, due to 
the lack of leaders. 

2. If we (the committee) fail to attract new mem- 
bers (and hopefully increase our finances) then 
the financial shortfall will have to be passed on to 
you, the parents, Fund raising amounts to approxi- 
mately £2,500 per year and If this ceases it will 
mean an extra £25 per boy, in addition to the 
increased subscriptions to individual colonies, 
packs or troops, plus the capitation charge. The 
total will be over £50 per year. 

At present we have over 100 boys in the group 
and therefore over 200 Pazents to support them. 
At the last AGM In May 1993 only 5 Parents 
attended; We run a 100 Club and we cannot even 
get 100 Parents to support it. With this kind of 
support the future looks bleak. This year’s AGM 
is on Monday 9 May 1994 at 7.30 pm . At this 
mecting it will have to be decided if we: 

1. Decrease the size of the Group OR 

2. Increase costs per boy to cover any shortfall in 
fund raising OR 

3. Close the Group OR 

4. With an increased number of leaders, and 
increased support from parents, the Group will 
continue in its present form. 

I am hopeful that we can adopt Item 4, but it is 
entirely in the hands of you, the Parents. Please 
come to the AGM and give your views and your 
support for the future in scouting of YOUR SONS.

From September '94 there will be a considerable change 
in our adult education provision. We are planning to give 
our programme a much more vocational and academic 
look.
